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The Truth About the Cuckoo, By Edgar 
Pp. Chance, London: ‘Country Life.” 17/6 
net. 


OME readers will remember that about 
twenty years ago, after a close and 
methodical study of the habits of the 
common cuckoo, Mr. Edgar Chance: dis- 
closed some new and intensely interesti 
facts concerning this mysterious bird. Full 
details appeared at the time under the. 
title of ‘‘ The Cuckoo’s Secret.” 
Among the facts’ disclosed by Mr. Chance 
were—the cuckoo locates nests of her in- 
tended victims in advance; lays her eggs 
on alternate days, usually in the after- 
noon or evening; before laying she 
remial.S for a period of anything from one 
io six hours brooding in a hunched-up 
attitude on a perch convenient to the nest 
in Which the egg is to be deposited ; she 
then glides or floats down to the selected 


nest, generally picking up one of the | 


fosterer’s eggs in her beak as she goes on 
to the nest:to Jay her own egg direct into 
it, then she quickly flies away to devour 
the stolen egg. 

With this information Mr. Chance could 
tell with remarkable accuracy when and 
where the cuckoos. which he had under 
observation would lay each of their eggs. 


Upsetting an Old Theory 


In this way he was able to prove con- 
clusively to eye-witnesses and with camera 
and ciné-film that the cuckoos under 
observation laid their eggs direct into the 
nests of their victims, thus entirely up- 
setting the old theory which had been 
accepted for hundreds of years that the 
cuckoo laid each of her eggs on the ground 
and carried them in her beak to the 
respective nests. 

The present volume is a continuation. 
and elaboration of its predecessor. Details 
of much of the original and all subsequent 
observations are given. Among the 
problems discussed in convincing manner 
are adherence to certain fosterers, less 
common, and accidental fosterers; call 
notes of male and female; mating and 
pairing; territories,. dominancy, and 
other attributes of the cuckoo; evolution 
and variation in cuckoo eggs.

The reader 
becomes intensely interested in the climb 
from Mr. Bates’s point of view in the first 
few chapters, and then suddenly, with no 
form of graceful transition, he is expected 
to take up the threads again with as much 
interest from a completely different view- 
point. That, in our opinion, is a great 
weakness. It would have been much better 
from a literary, if not from a documentary, 
point of view if the whole book had been 
written by one man. Actually there is no 
reason why it should not be just as good 
from a documentary point of view, either— 
for the man chosen to write the book could 
have collected all the data from whichever 
member of the expedition was best fitted to 
give it. 


Almost a Success 


But this is a small blemish, and the 
book as a whole is a most interesting 
account of what must have been a most 
thrilling adventure. The story unfolds 
itself mile by mile. . . . The journey into 
Kashmir, over the Zoji La. The Godwin- 
Austen Glacier. Then came a period of 


that they should be able to finish the 
expedition, Again and again they tried to 
find a route over the Savoia Pass or the 
Abruzzi Ridge. They met with failure 
after failure, until one day, almost 
suddenly, they were over the difficult part. 
From that time onwards each succeeding 
camp brought them further and further 
up the side of the mountain, until at last 
they were at the base of the summit cone. 
Five miles hiyh. 

The probable approach of bad weather, 
and the extra time taken over the earlier 
stages of the climb made it impossible for 
them all to attempt to reach the highest 
peak, but Petzoldt and Houston went on 
by themselves. The rarefied atmosphere 
and the dangers of falling rocks and 
avalanches made it imadvisable to go on. 
They turned back, rather disappointed, 
but all of them hoping in their hearts 
that, perhaps, some other time... . 
That is in keeping with the rest of the 
book. They were not entirely successful, 
but, on the other hand, they did not 
altogether fail, and the whole book gives 
the impression that they are willing and 
anxious to try again—and, perhaps, suc- 
ceed the next time. Let us hope so. 

The book is iliustrated with numerous 
photographs which were taken on the 
expedition.

IR FREDERICK O’CONNOR has led 
an interesting and, in some respects, 
an adventurous life. The greater part of 
it has been spent in the far outposts of 
Empire—India, Thibet, Persia and Nepal. 
Transferred from the army to the ladies 
political department, he became a diplomat 
rather than a soldier, and, although he is 
a lieutenant-colonel, it is not for his 
military exploits that his name will be 
remembered 
Ever a serious student, his early interest 
in things linguistic and in countries 
strange marked him out for quick pro- 
motion.

At the outbreak of the Great War the 
author was in Persia, where he spent some 
time in prison, at the instigation of 
German agents. After his release he was 
appointed. to a post in Vladivostok, and 
he was in that Siberian port when it was 
under the control of a Czecho-slovak army

of service was spent at Katmandu, the 
capital of the indesentlent’ Chaakda State 
of Nepal, where, judging by his popularity, 
he must have been an excellent British 
minister.

T is only a few months since Constancia 
de la Mora—with whose vital per- 
sonality many journalists came in contact 
during the Spanish Civil War—gave us, 
as ‘‘straight’’ autobiography, her ex- 
periences during that terrible time.

The narrator is a young German woman. 
whose husband, Lucas, is of Semitic origin. 
They have left Berlin, and established 
themselves as proprietors of a café and 
dance hall at a Spanish seaside resort. 
This setting may, or may not, be 
fabricated ; if so, it is the only item that 
is ! ' ' 
The outbreak oí the revolution disrupts 
their world all over again. Lucas joins 
the International Brigade to help the 
Government; Helen is suspected, hounded 
from pillar to post, but finally given charge 
of a settlement for evacuated children. 
Here is life in the raw and dirt as 
social workers know it. Leisured people 
should accustom themselves to certain 
monosyllables—such things happen, but 
Helen cleaned them up. 
It is to be hoped that the over-squeamish 
will harden themselves a little, if only for 
the sake of admiring this courageous pair, 
who are united, who reach the.

Argentine ranchers, which means 
the sheep has a golden foot. Though he 
makes no mention of it, Mr. Holdridge 
leads his readers to suppose that the 
inhabitants of Marajo Island, that con- 
tinent in miniature on the broad bosom 
of the Amazon, have one at least similar, 
which means that beef is equally 
lucrative. i 

Certainly the ranchers of Marajo have 
little reason to complain of life. Living 
on their immense ranches, which in size 
come but little behind the immense tracts 
over which Australians chase cattle 
through Mallee scrub, they pursue a mode 
of existence which everywhere else has 
passed for ever. 

Feudal is the only adjective which 
describes the conditions under which they 
amass their fortunes. They are the lords 
of all they survey, and certainly they 
survey broad expanses of country. Visi- 
tors are discouraged, and unless one comes 
armed with letters of introduction or some 
such very special claim on the hospitality 
of the people, one’s visit is liable to be 
short and uncomfortable. 

Mr. Holdridge had been to Marajo 
before and his introductions were unim- 
peachable. So he was all right, and all 
from the humblest peon to landowner did 
their best for him. 


A Life of Ease 


According to the author, there are few 
freer places than this great river island. 
Where needs are so few and so simple, 
the standard of living is not high, and so 
long as the retainer has sufficient food, all 
is well. Problems which attend the city 
dweller are non-existent, and the peon or 
his: master are born, live, marry and die 
with little to disturb the tenour of their 
ways. 

A great drawback is the immense 
number of caymans whose appetites have 
a considerable check upon the increase of 
the bovine population. Snakes are not 
rare, and the proximity of so much rive? 
water leads to frequent floodings which 
make the island, at least in parts, like 
to the Gapo which annually diverts so 
large a portion of the Amazon’s downflow. 

Mr. Holdridge rode, shot a little, 
chiefly buffalo, the type which once 
wallowed so freely in the Italian marshes, 
now introduced by a former settler to 
Amazonia; he also fished, a good deal 
this time. One would have liked to have 
heard more about the giant fish which he 


| hunted. He speaks of the pirarucu which 


grows to a size of 250lbs., and other 
piscine giants. 

When a writer speaks of a fish or 
animal by its native name it is not a bad 
plan to give the Latin name where 
possible. Then the reader is enabled to 
identify the creature with certainty. So 
far as can be judged, the Pirarucu is 
another name for the Arapaima, A gigas, 
an osteoglossid fish which may attain a 
length of fifteen feet and a weight of 
4001bs. 

But this is a minor drawback in a 
capital book of sport and adventure in a 
very little known region of the earth.

HIS latest book of Anthony Arm- 
strong s consists of a series of short 
essays, all of them just as funny as A.A. 
can make them—which is saying a lot.

AA PA from a mere similarity as re- 
gards name, Epstein and Einstein 
have a great deal in common. Both of 
these names have become almost house- 
hold words—although the work of both of 
these men is above the heads of most 


a. 

pstein, in particular, has come in fer a 
great deal of criticism from the man in 
the street, and much of this criticism has 
been, to a great extent, unjustified. 

Nobody, ignorant of higher mathematics, 
would presume to criticise Professor 
Einstein's Theory of Relativity, on the 
ground that it was beyond comprehension ; 
yet that is what hundreds of people— 
totally ignorant of the art of cs see 
pres themselves both able and entitled 
to do in the case of the latest statue by 
Mr. Epstein. 

One would expect Mr. Epstein to be 
great enough to realise that the criticism 
of these people in the popular Press is 
totally unimportant. His _ sculpture 
certainly creates the impression that he 
is a self-sufficient man, who is quite con- 
tent to carve statues for his own satisfae 
tion without a thought of what the public 
will think. 

His book, unfortunately, presents him 
in rather a different light. Mr. Epstein 
dwells on the comments of the Press and 
of the public. He goes over the old con- 
troversial issues again and again, and 
even goes to the extent of quoting great 
‘“ gobs ' of comment from the newspapers. 


The Portrait Busts 


By dwelling over-much on this period— 
shall we say the ‘‘ controversial’’ period— 
of his life, Mr. Epstein gives the im. 
pression either that he has persecution 
mania or that he is endeavouring to 
persuade us how important is his position 
in the world of sculpture. Anyway, he 
succeeds in spoiling what otherwise could 
have been a great autcbiography worthy 
of a great artist. . 

Apart from “Adam,” ‘‘ Genesis,”’ 
“Behold the Man,” and the rest of the 
controversial statues, Mr. Epstein has 
carved some of the most delightful portrait 
busts of the century. One of these—the 
bust of Paul Robeson—is reproduced on 
this page. 

There is one grand chapter in the book 
devoted to little thumbnail sketches of 
people who, at one time or another, have 
posed for Mr. Epstein. Among those 
included in the descriptions are Haile 
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Paut Rospeson: A Portrait Bust sy 
‘JacoB ÉEPSTEIN. 


Selassie, Bernard Shaw, Lord Beaver- 
brook, Joseph Conrad and Albert Einstein. 
There are dozens of others, and the style 
in which these little sketches are written 
show that Mr. Epstein is an artist with 
words as well as an artist with clay. 

At worst this is an egotistical record of 
controversial issues; at best it is a most 
interesting account of the life of one of 
the most interesting sculptors of the 
century. The book is beautifully bound 
and printed by Michael Joseph and Co., 
and the photographs alone would make it 
well worth the price.

N this book the reader will find a 
detailed study of the strategy of the 
present war up to the epic of Dunkirk, as 
well as a considerable amount of super- 
fluous political argument of so muddled 
and partial a nature as to give doubts of 
the author’s strategical competence, These 
doubts would be unfair, and the author 
has no one but himself to blame should 
they arise. 

His eloquent defence of Mr. Chamberlain 
and his consistent belittling of the Labour 
leaders deliberately ignores the principa! | 
factors in the situation. In the circum- 
stances of Munich Mr. Chamberlain could 
not have acted otherwise; but those 
circumstances should never have arisen. 
That they did arise was the fault neither 
of the Labour Party nor of the League of 
Nations Union, but of successive Con- 
servative leaders who, mistakenly even 
from their own point of view, consistently 
misled the people of Britain regarding the 
realities of the international situation. 
Such deliberate deception has even beer 
public}; admitted by Earl Baldwin. 

The/author has taken each of the main 
incidents in the war, fully analysed some 
ot them, and provided an interesting 
commentary on the outstanding engage- 
ments. He has a proper respect for the 
German military machine and a ful: 
recognition of the significant position 
occupied in German life d Herr Hitter. 

In illustrating the German leader’s 
emotional hold upon his great nation, he 

uotes famous passage from the 

ational Zeitung of June 3,. 1937: ‘‘ God 
has revealed himself not in Jesus Christ, 
but in Adolf Hitler.’’ 

Under such inspiring leadership the 
personal devotion of the German people 
and Army cannot be over-estimated, and 
the author is careful to stress this fact, as

Maurice Healy on Wines

Stay Me With Flagons. 
London: Michael Joseph. 


By Maurice Healy.

[ HOSE who enjoy the possession of 


imaginary riches, the eating of meals 
by proxy and the drinking of vicarious 
drinks will find here ample satisfaction. 
Mr. Healy is both gourmet and gourmand. 
He is one of the world’s foremost authori- 
ties on claret, and also, by his own claim, 
a man capable of breakfasting on a dozen 
eggs, and drinking thirty-one litres of 
lager in a day. And he has solid nine- 
teenth century Irish wit and that fruity 
Disraeli style of all the great epicures. 
Clearly a man worth drinking with; 
whether he is worth reading or not de- 
pends upon whether you are so constituted 
that you find cold print a good substitute 
for claret at room-temperature. 

Mr. Healy does not intend ‘‘ Stay Me 
With Flagons ”’ to be a scientific guide to 
the study of wines (indeed, in spite of the 
neatly divided chapter headings ‘‘Sherry,”’ 
“ Claret,” “ Burgundy,” “Still White 
Wines,” and so on, the book is quite 
diffuse and rambling), yet the keen 
amateur wiil learn much from it. The 
story of the wicked deeds of M. Gibert in 
Haut Brion, and how he has been 
replaced by the eniightened Mr. Dillon: 
the economic explanation of the “‘ infla- 
tion” by which the name on your 
Burgundy bcttle came to mean less and 
less—these are interesting facts not before 
publicised. And there are plenty of 
heterodox opinions, too—drink claret with 
the fish, Vichy after the coffee, and beer 
before port (the reviewer has proved by a 
series of disastrous experiments that this 
last bit of advice should be followed 
sparingly). 

Those who will not buy this book on 
the grounds of second-hand enjoyment or 
of information might, perhaps, at least, 
relish its quaintness. Passages, like this, 
about Chambertin: ‘‘One hears the clang 
of armour in its depths: Mozart closes his 
clavecin when it is poured. and Dr. P. G. 
Wodehouse defers telling that story he was 
about to begin. But Bach moves towards 
the organ: Henry Ainley opens the pages 
of ‘‘ Henry V.’’; the host turns on the 
lighting of his Rembrandt ; and the noble 
wine blends with them all '— will irritate 
the information-seekers, but delight the 
collectors of stylistic curios.

Lastly, there is a fourth class of person 
who may be interested in it—the social 
historian. For this is the first book of 
its type that shows signs of social dis- 
comfort and political partisanship. The 
first manifests itself in the rather bashful 
way of introducing the more extravagantly 
Lucullan dishes. I quote a fair specimen: 

“ Baron Aége Aneker once gave me 
the recipe for a _ prefatory bonne 
bouche that I only once ventured to 
serve, and I do not want the Food 
Controller to hear about it (it was 
many years ago!). You prepare a 
series of little beds of coarse brown 
bread and butter, about the size of a 
half-a-crown; you scrape a powdering 
of red meat on these, then on each 
you set a couche of caviar and on the 
couche a small, but fat, oyster. Then 
a squeeze of lemon. The result is 
delicious, but I confess I regard it as 
something very nearly allied to 
gluttony.”’ 

As for politics, they rear their ugly 
heads in all sorts of unexpected places. 
This on Hocks, for instance: 

“The wine ages with a certain 
amount of dignity, although I always 
find in it a vulgarity that I seem to 
discern everywhere in the German 
character. It seeks to conquer you 
by violence.”’ 

After this extraordinary display of vinous 
race-prejudice, it is a little astonishing to 
detect in Mr. Healy a sympathy for the 
Italians, whose wines offer such an ex- 
cellent opening for an attack on the axis. 

Even belligerency, however, does not 
blind Mr. Healy into praising the wines of 
the Empire, and we may aptly conclude 
by quoting his remark about Australian 
wine—that for those who like that sort of 
thing it is probably just the sort of thing 
they would like.

The Fleeting Opportunity. By Lieutenant- 
Colonel Lord George Scott. London: Wither- 


by. 16/:. 


Chas GEORGE SCOTT had the good 

fortune to be born into a position in 
life which gave him the opportunity to 
come in contact with many of the leading 
figures of our times. To read these in- 
teresting reminiscences is to be carried 
back to the leisurely existence of the days 
before the first Great War. 

The younger son of a Duke of Buccleuch, 
he followed the usual course of a young 
nobleman’s education—Eton, Oxford, and 
the Army—and acquired the usual domi- 
nating interests—cricket, polo, hunting 
and shooting. At everything he was above 
the average. An Oxford Blue, he played 
for the Gentlemen of England, and his 
cricket reminiscences will appeal to one 
class of reader and his hunting stories to 
another. 

Here in Ireland we will be chiéfly 
interested in his tours of military duty in 
this country, when he visited Cahir, 
Limerick, and Enniskillen. He brings 
back memories of the old Viceregal Court 
—he was aide-de-camp to Lord Cadogan 
when the latter was Lord Lieutenant—and 
of the famous hunts of former times. 

The whole book is a pleasantly readable 
compilation by an active, sporting. 
fortunate and not over-intellectual man 
whose life has been spent under happy 
auspices. it records, too, a manner of

Whiteoak Heritage.

ISS MAZO DE LA ROCHE has

about her famous Whiteoak family, 
but this one does not continue the history 
that she has put down already.

cover: the period immediately after the 
Great War. when Renny came back to Jaina 
from France, accompanied by that very im- 


portant member of the household, Rags. the 
butler. 

In this episod? we see the younger brothers 
up. Piers, at fourteen, is just beginning to 
acquire that aggressiveness which later 
becomes his strongest characteristic, and the 
beautiful Eden a wily lad even at eighteen, 
is having his first love affair—though even 
at that age Master Eden is far too self- 
centred to be in tove with anybody but him- 
self. Indeed, Eden’s love affair is the theme, 
and the story is how Renny managed to 
separate him frem that tempestuous, lonely 
woman who was old enough almost to be his 
mother. 

This book somehow is not so forceful as 
the others. ‘The Family is there, as full of 
life as ever, but the characters have become 
strangely shadowy, as if the author were 
beginning to lose interest in them. That is 
a pity, for if it is so, the author has been 
quicker to tir: of them than her readers. - 
Eve. old Adeline, the ancient grand- 
rnother, seems to have lost many of her 
qualities. She seems in this book to be more 
of a querulous old woman than the domineer- 
ing, arrogant, yet utterly loveable old ras- 
cal that she used to be. 


There was one major fault in all the 
Whiteoak books, and in the new one it is as 
pronounced as ever. ‘The story, of course, 
is laid in Ontario, near the shores of one of 
tthe Great Lakes, but if the reader were not 


told that he is in Canada he might imagine 
himself almost anywhere in the English- 
speaking world. Jalna, the old Colonial 
house, becomes in fact a little world in it- 
self. The reader seldom becomes aware of 
anything outside it. The world ends, so 
far as Miss de la Roche is concerned, on the 


boundaries of the Jalna estate. 

Her people are immensely real. Even 
the least of them is a vivid, carefully-drawn 
personality, but one does expect to 


get something of the “‘ feeling ” of a country 
in which one has been living with a family 
(even as an invisible guest) for approximately 
Sixty years. 


a i: 
In all the seven Whiteoak novels the 
reviewer can recollect only two Canadian 
places mentioned by name—Quebec, where 


somebody or other sails for England now and 
again, and Montreal, where Renny goes occa- 
sionally on business. Even then we remain 
at Jalna until they come back. Toronto is 
obviously “ the city” to which the family 
goes shopping, and where Eden attends the 
university; but no Whiteoak seems ever to 
have heard of any place by the name of 
“Toronto. 

The Whiteoaks, too, English though they 
may be by tradition, surely aíter three 
generations in Canada, must have acquired 
some stronger Canadian characteristics than 
an occasional ‘‘I guess so ” or '' He sure 
was ” in their speech. 

Even the greatest books, however, have 
their defects, and despite this quite serious 
fault the Whiteoak novels are a great study 
of a family. The Whiteoaks are alive—the 
author is never plaving with puppets. 


The Bright Pavilions. By Hugh Walpole,

IR HUGH WALPOLE’S long historical 
S novel—the Elizabethan imstalment of 
Herries history—is woven of the 
genuine stuff of literature. We cannot re- 
call an equal excitement in following all the 
fortunes of this family and its ramifhcations: 


in the past, there has even been a degree of 
tedium. ‘There is none now. The story 1s 
compact of colour, movement, pageantry, 
passion and dream. It is also (as our elders 
would have said) ‘‘ full of horrors. — These 
are, on occasion—if anything—a little too 
detailed. But the reign of Elizabeth had 
grimness co-existing with its glamour. [he 


author of this book rightly comments, in his 
dedication to Sir Ronald Storrs, upon the 
sombre nature of even romantic novels hke 
‘Kenilworth’ and ' Westward Ho!" There 
is a closer—if accidental—paralle] between 
the skeleton framework of horror in this 
hook and in  Ainsworth’s ‘Tower of 
London '—the latter rendered even worse by 
Cruikshank’s almost ‘‘pathological”’ ilustra- 
tions.

Factories cannot be transformed overnight 
from the service of peace to the service of 
war: new plant must be installed, or old 
plant modified; men must be trained 
afresh. During the first year of the war, 
from September, 1939, to August, 1940, 
the United States supplied Great Britain 
with what seeins, in comparison with the 
programme that confronts her now, 
the small total of 784 aeroplanes. 
Production is far greater already, and 
the output from now onwards will be 
enormously more rapid; but, as Sir 
Walter Layton observes, American pro- 
duction will not be in full swing for a 
matter of many months. It will “begin 
to mature’’ in the late summer, and will 
reach its climax during the winter of 1941 
and the spring of 1942. One thing is 
certain—that no delay will be due to 
financial or ‘‘contractual’’ hitches. A 
week ago England still was beset by the 
fear that, when her holdings of American 
securities should become exhausted, she 
might be unable to procure further 
supplies of war material from the United 
States. President Roosevelt solved the 
dificulty—and solved it in a manner 
that had occurred to none of the 
political prophets. He neither altered his 
neutrality legislation in England’s favour, 
nor offered her credit; instead, he 
eliminated the element of money from all 
transactions between the two countries, 
and offered the goods to Great Britain as 
a loan. Britain will not buy war 
materials from America: she simply will 
borrow them, and will pay them back 
when she is in a position to do so. Such 
lack of orthodoxy must have startled the 
United States, but there has not been a 
word of protest against it. The spokesmen 
of American ‘‘isolationism’’ are fewer to- 
day than they were a year ago, or even 
six months ago; with or without reason, 
the growing conviction is that, if Britain 
should fall before Germany, it would not 
be long before the United States had to 
stand by her guns; and so widespread is 
American sympathy with the British cause 
that the people, by all reports, are pre- 
pared to endure severe taxation in order 
that both their own nation and Great 
Britain may be furnished with arms. No 
small sacrifice is demanded of them. The 
output of the United States during the 
coming year or two is likely to surpass 
that of any nation ‘at any time in history, 
and every penny in payment for it must 


come eventually from the people’s 
pockets.

people—and hoping that next week will 
continue as happily as the last. At the 
end of a year, however, people are inclined 
to look more than a week or a month 
ahead. . They see, stretched before them, 
twelve uncharted months in which any- 
thing may happen, and the twelve that lie 
ahead now are the most dangerous that 
this country ever has had to face. What 
resolutions will the men and women of 
Ireland make on this New Year’s Eve? 
Small things like reducing the daily con- 
sumption of cigarettes, cutting down the 
drink bill, or walking down to the penny 
stage in the morning seem so futile nowa- 
days that very few people will think of 
such former resolutions at all. 

There is, indeed, only one resolution 
that every individual can make for 1941: 
to resolve to observe the codes of good 
citizenship more strictly than eyer before, 
and to resolve that, come what may, he will 
do his full duty by his fellow-countrymen,of 
whatever nature that duty may happen to 
be. If the Government says: ‘‘ You must 
eat less butter—or drink less tea, or use 
less coal’’—everybody ought to regard 
that advice as a responsibility, not as 
something to be ignored lightly. The 
Government's advisers do not make these 
recommendations for nothing, and at a 
time like the present they must have every 
man’s implicit faith. The average man is 
inclined too often to regard himself 
privately and individually as the one 
among the millions who does not count ; to 
think that his little actions, one way or 
another, will make no difference to the 
public as a whole—like the housewife who, 
in the face of a threatened butter shortage, 
decides that for all the little bit of butter 
which she uses, she might as well continue 
to fry the fish in butter. In Ireland—at 
least as widely, if not more widely, than 
anywhere else—that attitude of mind 
seems to flourish, and it is an attitude 
which, when magnified a thousand times, 
can do a grave injury to the community. 
The only resolution which we can recom- 
mend for 1941 is that every citizen of this 
country, man or woman, shall decide, as 
firmly as any decision ever was made, that 
during the twelve months ahead he will 
act only as he knows that every good 
citizen ought to act, and will regard the 
Government of the country, not as a 
formality to be taken casually, but as a 
body whose orders and recommendations 
must be taken in a spirit of the deepest 
responsibility. These are days when Irish 
men and women, no matter what beliefs 
they may hold about politics or anything 
else, must stand together for their own 
protection and do their duty by one 
another. 


Television in Colour 


‘War tends to postpone experimentation 
in all branches of science that are not 
directly related to it, and it is not sur- 
prising that television has been one of 
the victims. At the outbreak of the present 
war television in Great Britain was in 
much the same position as broadcasting 
at the outbreak of the last war. As soon 
as the clouds appeared on the horizon 
Alexandra Palace was closed, and for a 
time it looked as if television completely 
was forgotten. There were no reports in 
the newspapers of further experiments, 
and the man-in-the-street had little time 
to bother about entertainment. The actors 
and actresses all were absorbed into radio 
or were forgotten. The plants and receivers 
lay idle, and the whole trade gave the 
impression that it had bean “wound up”’ 
for the duration of he conflict. Such is 
far from the truth. It may be that the 
great majority of people have forgotten 
the existence of television, but there is 
at least one man in England who is cease- 
less in his experiments. .This man is Mr. 
J. L. Baird, the pioneer of television, 
who gave the first exhibition in England 
in. 1925. At his home in London last 
week Mr. Baird gave a demonstration of 
his latest experiment—the transmission of 
television in full colour. Although he had 
discovered a method to transmit pictures 
in colour as early as 1928, it was not 
until last week that the experiment became 
a practical success. On a receiving screen 
two feet by two and a half feet Mr. Baird 
showed pictures of cartoons and fashion 
plates in natural colours. The most 
successful experiment, however, was the 
transmission of a young girl model with 
red hair. To overcome war regulations he 
was obliged to transmit the pictures by 
land-line, but to transmit them over the 
air would not be an impossible task under 
normal conditions. The cost of the set 
which he demonstrated would be about 
£200, and, as well as a colour television 
receiver, includes a radiogram and an 
all-wave wireless set. A television receiver 
with a screen measuring only about five 
inches by four would cost as much as £30. 
These figures seem to be sufficiently high 
to. prevent television from becoming a 
popular medium of entertainment for the 
man-in-the-street, but they will not always 
remain so high. Although the war will 
retard progress to a great extent, there is 
little doubt that before ‘long television 
receivers will become accessible to many 
people. When that time vomes the motion 
picture industry will have to look to its 
laurels, unless television, like radio, 
becomes totally. State-controlled. In that 
case the cinema need have little to fear.

“WELFARE OF THE 
ARMY 
: —_#—_- 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
says:—The British Army has become more 
and. more democratic. This is uot solely 
because all newly-commissioned officers now 
have to begin their career in the ranks, and 
commissions are not the prerogative of any 
one class, but also because there is a spirit 
of comradeship pervading all ranks—a spirit 
that comes from knowledge among officers 
that their men will do what they are asked 
to do, and among men that they will not be 
asked to do anything that officers are not 
ready to do themselves. At all times, even 
when the British soldier fought under the 
** cool shade of aristocracy,’’ there has been 
a spirit of genuine comradeship in the Army, 
but in the changed conditions of to-day its 
implications are different and more varied. 
If the comradely spirit of to-day is to be all- 
pervading, it is necessary that officers and 
men should share more <i the experiences 
of’a military life Every effort, in particular, 
should be made to impress upon embryo 
officers at every stage in their training, and 
upon young officers froin the very day they 
join their units, that their responsibilities 
towards their men must include full know- 
ledge of their characters, personal circum- 
stances and ambitions. Necessary though 
some higher welfare organisation undoubtedly 
is, success or failure will vary according to 
the qualities. of the regimental officer. — If 
the men feel that the officers with whom they 
are in daily contact are really their friends 
and helpers, then the welfare of the Army 
will be more than half assured. 

It must not be thought, however, that the 
regimental officer, though the best and most 
natural channel for the redress of grievances, 
is the only channel. Any man can ask more, 
and must be given the opportunity to lay any 
grievance before an inspecting officer. Every 
possible precaution is taken to ensure that 
grievances have a fair hearing. But all this 
goes to show how greatly the regimental 
officer must be responsible both for prevent- 
ing and correcting grievances. He has every 
opportunity to fit himself for this task. He 
knows what service is in the ranks; he 
knows, or ought to know, the character, 
origins and interests of every one of his men; 
and it rests with him to ensure that the Army 
continues to be democratic in the true sense 
of the word.

SERUM SUPPLIES AND WAR 


—_—_—F—__— 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Considerations of more than ordinary 
importance are aroused by (1) the prospect ot 
an indefinite prolongation ot the war, and (2) 
the recent successful experiment with a new 
serum in Cork Street Fever Hospital. These 
two matters are inter-related in a way which 
may not yet be fully appreciated by the 
general public. 

The fact that all serums for the treatment 
of disease here have to be secured trom 
abroad, and that the continuance of the war 
may, and almost certainly will, cut off these 
sources of supply should focus attention on 
the present absence of any alternative source 
in this country to supply hospital require- 
ments. ‘The gravity of that position need 
hardly be stressed. ' 

I write with all the limitations of a layman, 
but I have medical authority of indisputable 
reliability for the statement that the im- 
mediate consequence of the discontinuance of 
the use of serum would be an acute in- 
crease in the mortality rate. Such a dis- 
continuance would be definitely unavoidable 
when the present stocks of serum are ex- 
hausted if the sources of supply are cut off 
by the prevalence of war conditions. This 
would mean that after a few months at most 
we will be confronted with the probability, 
or certainty, of a heavily increased death 
rate. That prospect the community can 
hardly contemplate with equanimity. 

The discovery of the new serum has 
brought with it the realisation that we have 
a remedy for a disease, but that this remedy 
cannot be made available because of the 
absence of any organised arrangements for 
the production of a serum in this country. | 

Adverting to the matter, Professor Henry 
Moore has urged that steps to meet such re- 

uirements should be taken in connection with 
the establishment of the projected new fever 
hospital, and he has emphasised the import- 
ance of having a Serum Research Laboratory 
associated with the new hospital. It is un- 
fortunate that a recent decision of the De- 
artment of Local Government and Public 

ealth runs directly counter to such a pro- 
osal. The inclusion of a research laboratory 
in the proposed accommodation was objected 
to by the Department, and had to be de- 
leted by the Cork Street Board from the 
plans of the new hospital. 

That decision indicates a departmental out- 
look on public health, the wisdom of which 
is likely to be severely tested in the near 
future. Possibly, however, the discovery of 
the new serum and the gravity of the pos- 
sibilities to which I have alluded may 
provide grounds for a review of this de- 
cision by the Department. 

Three years ago the suggestign of the pro- 
vision of a Serum Institute to cope with an 
emergency. such as that which now seems 
impending was mooted at a meeting of the 
Royal Academy of Medicine in Dublin. At

The activity of Christmas trade is shown 
by the fact that the note circulation of the 
Bank ot England has risen to a new all- 
time high record, the total of £616,904,000 
being nearly £3 000,000 higher than the 
previous highest total, which was in mid- 
August this year. The actual quantity of 
goods purchased, however, is lower than 
last year, when allowance is made for the

Work in Full Swing Again 


There was a general resumption of work 
in London to-day in offices and com.

The decision of 
the Government to limit the Christmas 
holiday to one day has been justified in 
the most complete manner. No hitch 
occurred, and the workers engaged in war 
industries complied with the request that 
they should remain in their workshops on 
Boxing Day with a spirit of willing co- 
operation that the war effort of the 
country should be maintained at the 
highest level. This spirit is a happy 
augury for the efforts which are to be 


| made early in the new year for increased 


production of armaments by the introduc- 
tion of many more workers now engaged 
in other industries, and by the opening of 
new factories, many of which are nearing 
completion. 


Big-gun Fire Resumed 


The Germans are claiming that they 
kept a truce of air-bombiny during the 
Christmas holidays, and it is true that 
there nas been no bombing in Britain 
during the past three nights, nor have the 
British bombed foreign objectives, but it 
is a misnomer to call the break a truce, 
inasmuch as the Germans have made three 


On Christmas Eve a train was machine- 
gunned in the North Midlands; on 
Christmas Day there was an attack off the 
Scottish coast and yesterday bombs were 
dropped on the Isle of Sheppey, in Kent. 
As a matter of fact, the weather has not 
permitted night bombing on any great 
scale, since the conditions on the coast 
made landing not only difficult, but very 
dangerous. This. morning air bombard- 
ment by the British and big-gun firing 
across the Channel by the Germans were 
resumed. 


Air-raid Débris 


I think many Londoners must be dis 
appointed with the slow progress made in 
clearing up the air-raid débris in many 
directions. It was proposed at the begin- 
ning ot October that a great labour 
reserve shou'd be set up to clear away the 
rubbish, and a little later several thousand 
men of the Pioneer Corps were put to 
work, with the result that much was done. 
The result has been that the Pioneer 
Corps are still carrying on, while the 
labour reserve appears to be receding into 
the background. It is amazing to the 
ordinary person that two or three men 
should be engaged in clearing away thie 
wreckage of buildings situated in the lead- 
ing thoroughfares, while men specially 
enrolled for the work are told that they 
are not wanted at the moment. Obviously 
it is high time that somebody with supreme 
authority was placed in command of all 
clearance work. 


Clearance to Be Speeded Up 


It was announced this morning that Sir 
Warren Fisher, the Special Commissioner 
for Roads and Buildings, is. to recruit 
fifteen thousand men to take the place of 
the, Pioneers now engaged in clearance 
work, and this will bring. the total 
number of workers up to twenty-five 
thousand, while it is hoped that there will 
be a big increase in the supply of 
materials necessary. More  cranes, 
mechanical equipment, drills and lorries 
are to come from the country to help in 
the work. Sir Warren Fisher is not too 
well satisfied with the progress of clear- 
ance work, and in that he shares the feel- 
ing of the average Londoner. It is said 
that one of the things he wishes to do is 
to establish an up-to-date census of closed 
streets so that he may know from day to 
day what streets are being cleared anid 
re-opened for traffic and those which of 
necessity remain closed. 


The Bombed Churches 


When the war is over the Churches will 
have to face a formidable task in the re- 
building of the many places of worship 
destroyed by aerial bombardment. The 
Church of England has suffered the most, 
and its business department is now review- 
ing the situation. Four cathedrals have 
been destroyed or damaged, with over a 
thousand churches, schools, halls and 
parsonage buildings, and all of these are 
to be replaced when opportunity serves. 
Coventry Cathedral has been totally 
destroyed, while St. Paul’s, Canterbury 
and Liverpool, with Westminster Abbey, 
have suffered considerable damage. Many 
churches of all denominations in London 
have been completely or partially wrecked, 
these including St, Martin’s-in-the-Fields. 
St. Margaret’s, Westminster : St. James's. 
Piccadilly, and St. Mary le Bow, the 
famous church in Cheapside. Other places 
of worship less famous are in ruins. 


Much-desired Stamps 


One of the most desired of stamps by 
collectors at the present time is a Free 
French Africa variety. The adhesion of 
the Cameroons to General de Gaulle on 
August 27th resulted in the over-printing 
of the Colony’s stamps with the legend,

A striking and impressive feature of the 
ceremony was the singing by the Dublin 
Diocesan Priests’ Choir, under the direction 
of the Rev. J. Fennelly, C.C., Church of 
the Sacred Heart, Donnybrook, assisted by 
Dr. Vincent O’Brien at the organ. 

The choir displayed remarkable powers of 
interpretation and an intimate understanding 
of the music, with an artistic sense of phras- 
ing, which arose from their knowledge of 
the Latin and the architecture of each piece.

its equally superb peeve of the well- 


known motet. ‘‘/esu dulcia,”’ of Kothe. The 
Eimple faux bourdon settings by Bernabie 
were most Impressive. 

The Ve Deum was sung. alternately by 
the choir and the general body of the clergy. 


A note reminiscent of Rome was struck by 
the singing of the Acclamationes, These are 
sung in Rome on great occasions, and it was 
possibly the first occasion they were rendered 
in this country. 

As the ‘procession began to move from the 
church the choir sang “ Long Live the Pope’”’ 
—a fine composition by Ganns to words by 
Henry, in very common use in the United 
States at Catholic functions. 

As the Archbishop left the Sanctuary and

When Mr. Andrews’s leadership 18 con- 
firmed, and he takes up definitely the post- 
tion of Prime Minister, he will be able to 
undertake the re-organisation and strengthen- 
ing of the Government, in order to meet the 
many problems confronting Northern Ireland 
at, present. 


BOLDNESS AND BREADTH 
OF VISION 


It is expected that the new Prime Minis- 
ter will approach this matter with boldness 
and a breadth of vision in the best interest 
of Northern Ireland and the United King- 
dom; that he will gather round him col- 
leagues who are prepared to _ prosecute 
vigorously the development of all Northern 
resources in the present national emergency. 

Even if this should lead to an increase in 
the membership of the Government—particu- 
larly in the number of parliamentary secre- 
taries—it is felt in the North that in these 
strenuous times, when important work has 
to be done, sufficient men should be ob- 
tained to do it with efficiency and dispatch. 

The two main problems confronting the 
new Prime Minister are increased agricultural 
production (including = mm reduction in 
the number of the unemployed. In many re- 
spects both problems are inter-related. 

The Prime Minister at present holds the 
ortfolio of Finance, succeeding the late Mr. 
i. M. Pollock in that position in 1937, but 
the retention of two such responsible posi- 
tions, except as a temporary expedient, is too 
much for one man. The Prime Minister 2f 
Northern Ireland, as Lord Craigavon often 
wisely remarked, should be free from de- 
partmental duties and able to devote his 
whole attention to planning for the future 
of the province and supervising the whole 
machinery of Government. 


NEW FINANCE MINISTER 


It is certain, therefore, that the Prime 
Minister will take an early opportunity of 
appointing a new Minister of Finance. 

t is generally understood that Sir Basil 
Brooke, Bart., who has been a conspicuous 
success as Minister of Agriculture, will be 
appointed Minister of Finance. 

It is important, however, that the Prime 
Minister should consider carefully whether 
this transfer should be made immediately or 
deferred for a few months. 

At present the Minister of Agriculture is 
in the middle of a big “ increase in tillage 
scheme,” and until this is well under way 
and nearly completed it might be more ad- 
visable not only to retain Sir Basil Brooke 
at the Ministry of Agriculture, but to givo 
him increased political assistants. 


TILLAGE CAMPAIGN 


A ‘‘whirlwind campaign ” for increased 
tillage should be set in motion at once. The 
Ministry aims at an increase of at least 
250,000 acres under cultivation in the North, 
With an increase in the flax acreage from 
45,000 to 200,000 acres. This is a big pro- 
giamme, and might even be increased if 
there was a well-organised ‘‘ speech-making 
campaign ” to put before farmers the imgera- 
tive necessity tor more cultivation. 

In this connection I find it suggested that 
there should be appointed a Parliamentary 
Secretary for Agriculture, and the services 
of the members of the Parliamentary Agri- 
cultural Committee should be utilised for a 
‘speech-making campaign.” 

Agricultural development in the coming 
year, and in the near future, is going to be 
a very important factor, and the Ministry 
should be strengthened by the addition of a 
Parliamentary Secretary. 

Several members representing agricultural 
constituencies have been mentioned as the 
peter successors to Sir Basil Brooke at the 

inistry of Agriculture.. The Rev. Robert 
Moore, M.P., a former president of the Ulster 
Farmers’ Union; Mr. Hugh Minford, M.P., 
and Mr, Rowley Elliott, M.P., are suggested 
as the three strongest candidates. 

In well-informed quarters it is understood 
that Mr. Moore will be offered the position. 
If he should accept, either Mr. Minford or 
Mr. Elliott might be appointed Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Ministry, and such an 
appointment might be made immediately to 
assist in furthering the tillage campaign. 

If Sir Basil Brooke continues as Minister 
of Agriculture for several months longer 
the Prime Minister might be relieved from 
some of his heavy duties by filling the vacant 
aiste of Parliamentary Secretary to the 

inistry of Finance. It would give general 
satisfaction if Colonel R. G. Gordon were re- 
called to this post, of which he has had ex- 
perience. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 


i. The next major problem before the Prime 
Minister is that of unemployment, and gener- 
ally the development of new industries 
in the North. There has been much criticism 
both in Parliament and outside that more has 
not been done to reduce unemployment and 
generally to secure new factories for muni- 


| tion work in the North. 


Many new factories have been established 


in other parts, but Northern Ireland has been 
Strangely neglected in this respect. 


Even 
yet. something might be done to establish 
new aeroplane and other factories and re- 
open a shipyard at Belfast and Londonderry. 

The criticism of Mr. E. Warnock, M.P., 
and other members, of the Ministry of Labour 
and Ministry of Commerce has found consider- 
able approval outside the House, and it is 


| felt among business men particularly that 
| both these Ministries might he reconstructed 
| and expanded, 


The Ministry of Commerce could play a 


| larger part than it is pérforming at present. 
| Its work in connection with food control, for 


instance, could be transferred wholesale to 
the new Ministry of Public Security, and the 
Ministry devote its whole attention to indus- 
trial development and commercial expansion.

ideal combination at the Ministry of Labour. 

Admittedly, it would be difficult to find a 
successor to Mr. J. Milne Barbour as Minister 
of .Commerce,’ shouid he persist in his idea 
of resigning that post, but consideration 
might be given to a man of ideas of “the go- 
getter’ type, like Mr. FE. Warnock, K.C., 
who has the confidence of the business com- 
munity. 


POSITION OF OPPOSITION 


Few questions confronting Mr. Andrews as 
Prime Minister is more urgent or will reveal 
his talents for tact and sympathetic considera- 
tion than the handling of the Opposition. 

It would be to the interest of Northern Ireland 
if the Opposition groups in the Northern Parlia- 
ment, which represents hetween one-third and 
one-half of the total population, had more 
definite recognition in the House than they 
have at the present time. 

At the outbreak of war it was suggested by 
members of the Opposition that some form of 
coalition Government should be formed in 
which the Opposition would have representa- 
tion. So long, however, as the whole constitu- 
tional position of Northern Ireland is chal- 
lenged by a demand for the removal of what 
is shortly described as “ Partition,’’ but which 
in reality means, under present circumstances, 
the withdrawal of Northern Ireland from the 
United Kingdom, it is difficult to see how 
the majority party in the North could agree 
to any form of coalition. 


CO-OPERATION 


But, apart from coalition, it should be 
possible to attain a measure of co-operation 
which would benefit minority groups and 
strengthen the position of the Government. 
Something might be done along the lines of 
the British Parliament in establishing ‘‘ An 
official leader of the Opposition.”’ 

Many thoughtful Unionists feel that if 
there was closer association and co-operation 
with the opposition group many of the 
alleged grievances and difficulties which are 
now ventilated so loudly might be elimi- 
nated—for instance, in regard to educational 
matters, 

As things stand at present Roman Catholic 
voluntary schools are treated exactly as Pro- 


testant voluntary schools, but it is un- 
doubtedly true that, while Protestant 
churcheg can transfer their schools to local 
education. authorities, Roman Catholics, 


owing to their religious views upon educa- 
tion, feel they cannot do so, with the result 
that an undoubted burden is placed upon 
the Roman Catholic population, which has 
to support their own schools and at the same 
time contribute as ratepayers to the educa- 
tion rates for council schools attended only 
by Protestant children. 

It is true that in many districts in Nor- 
thern Ireland the controllers of Protestant 
voluntary schools feel “they cannot transfer 
their schools to the loca] education authorities, 
where they would have possibly a minority 
representation. Consequently the time may 
have arrived when more of the “ upkeep”’ of 
voluntary schools, both Catholic and Pro- 
testant, should be undertaken jointly by the 
State and local authorities. 

. There is a precedent for this in the arrange- 
ments made recently for the provision of 
necessary A.R.P. requirements in all schools 
entirely by the State and loca] authorities. 
The same problem would arise by the neces- 
sity for more school accommodation when 
the school-leaving age 1s raised. 

The Government might well consider if the 
whole cost of repairs and removals and exten- 
sions and improvement of voluntary schools 
should not be undertaken by the State and 
local authorities. It would save money by 
obviating in many cases the necessity for the 
erection of more large and expensive new 
schools by the education authorities. 


LABOUR LEADER 


Anothe: matter suggested is that Labour 
in the North during the present war period 
might have some official recognition in the 
Government's affairs. Many Unionists would 
be pleased, for instance, to see Alderman 
Harry Midgley, M.P., the Chairman of the 
Northern Ireland Labour Party, who has 
rendered great service in stimulating the 
workers to concentration upon war elvorts, 
given an official position. 

This might be done by the election of 
Alderman Midgley to the Senate and: his 
appointment as a Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Public Security and the tem- 
porary, spokesman for this Department in the 
Senate. 

Lord Glentoran, Government Chief Whip, 
whose political wisdom has been of great 
value to the Northern Ireland Government, 
and whose common-sense was revealed clearly 
recently in Irish affairs when he declared that 


would not be grabbed,' might render further 
valuable service to Northern Ireland by as- 
sisting in establishing an ‘“‘ official leader of 
the Opposition,” and bringing Alderman 
Midgley into definite association with the 
Government’s war activities.

A WAGNERIAN 
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CAREER OF MADAM - 
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INFLUENCE OF MUSICAL 
PARENTAGE. 
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N the death of Madam Blanche Marchesi 
| a brilliant star of opera has undergone 
eclipse. ‘Dublin, like all the capitals of 
Europe, knew her, and rapturously acclaimed 
her in the latter years of last ome: and 
still more whole-heartedly welcomed her in 
the early years of this century, when she 
figured as one of the principal sopranos of 
the Moody-Manners Company from its founda- 
tion. 

The: passing years have exacted their toll 
of the artistes who less than a generation ago 
were distinguished in the world of opera or 
on the concert platform. Patti, Melba and 
Tettrazini have been eclipsed in death, and 
now, with the exit of Marchesi, music loses 
one who, by her successes as a_ brilliant 
portrayer of classic roles and a trainer of 
eminent students, had attained the highest 
honours of the diva and the teacher. 


A MUSICAL ATMOSPHERE 


Like ‘nearly all the great names associated 
with opera, Arch, though born in Paris, 
was typically Italian and permeated with all 
the idea of the Italian school. From her 
infancy she breathed 'an atmosphere of 
music, and her ears were made familiar with 
all the words and conceptions relative to its 
teaching. Her mother, Mathilde Marchesi, 
had talents which even without the guiding 
spirit of Manuel Garcia, the son of Malibran’s 
instructor, would have secured for her pre- 
eminence in her profession. ' But, not only 
had she a mother of exceptional powers, but 
a father who had all the qualities of an en. 
thusiastic virtuoso, and, in addition, a big 
dash of the hot blood frequently found in 
Neapolitan adventurers. Destiny brings 
about at times strange vicissitudes in the 
lives of some individuals, What could be 
more extraordinary than the fact that a 
young emigrant to the United States, who 
began to teach Italian, was soon after induced 
to give up that business and to go to London 
ni study under Garcia? 

It was a fortunate decision for the future 
of opera, not in one country, but in every 
land where its charms are known. Under the 
tuition of the world-renowned maestro, 
Salvatore Marchesi became a brilliant artist, 
alike in opera and oratorio; he made the 
acquaintance of his future wife in Garcia’s 
house in London, appeared on the same plat- 
forms with Franz Liszt in Vienna and other 
musical countries, and, in short, became in- 
fected with such an intense zest for the 
promotion and development of musical 
culture that he undertook the translation of 
“ Tannhauser,” ‘‘Lohengrin,”’ and ‘‘ The 
Flying Dutchman”’ into Italian. At that 
time Wagner was known only to a limited 
number of music-lovers in Berlin, Bayreuth 
and Dresden, but the Italian translator’s 
work, which occupied him many years, was 
not long in spreading the Wagner vogue, and 
making the master’s creations the greatest 
drawing attraction in all the operatic venues 
on the continent. 


A HAPPY UNION 


Nature never united a pair in whom the 
passion for music was so strikingly 
sublimated. They were not only its inter- 
preters in its most dramatic and enrapturing 
potency, but possessors of original creative 
genius, which expressed itself in songs that 
attained a _ world-wide gow The 
delightful Sicilian ditty, “ La Foletta,’”’” may 
be mentioned as one that concert-goers in 
Dublin and the provinces’ have enjoyed. 

It was in June, 1896 that adame 
Marchesi made her début in Berlin, but it 
was not until a few months later, when she 
sang in what was then known as the Small 
Queen’s Hall, that her future was predicted. 
Though the audience was small, and far from 
demonstrative, the critics were neither luke- 
warm nor restrained in their estimates of the 
new singer, but belauded her anstintedly. 
Henceforth her name was made, and her star 
arose and retained its brilliance for virtually 
a quarter of a century. It takes a great 
artist to spot an aspiring one. That was 
the privilege of Hans Richter, who used to 
make his annual visits to the Rotunda in 
Dublin with the famous Hallé Concert Party. 
In the late summer of 1896 he had conducted 
at a concert in Manchester Free Trade Hall. 
Marchesi had sung the beautiful “ Fidelio’”’ 
air. When the performance was over, and 
they had exchanged remarks, Richter 
observed: ‘‘ Woman, why are you not singing 
in opera? You would make a great opera 
singer, and then he assuringly said: “' It is 
just such singers as you that Wagner 
wishes,”’ 


PRESCIENCE 


Truth and divination were reunited in the 
observation. Her first appearance as Briin- 
hilde in the opera, “Die Walkure,’’ the full 
score of instrumentation of which had only 
been recently completed, was a complete 
vindication of Richter’s judgment. Only an 
artist, conscious of the demands of a supreme 
occasion could have risen to all its require- 
ments with such perfection. None of Wagner’s 
female parts makes such tremendous demands 
on the actor. Vocally and histrionically, it 
calls for a sheer, unremitting exercise of the 
greatest powers. Marchesi gave an impersona- 
tion of them all, giving a representation 
which has been adjudged as one of the most 
consummate studies of the great tope-poet’s 
creations. All who have seen the work pro- 
duced, with all the fidelity to detail that its 
author insisted on, will never forget the last 
scene, when Briinhilde lies on the stage 
surrounded by fire and the Feuerzauber begins 
to ring and grow. With a triumph so great 
in a róle so exacting, her successes in other 
parts were only to be expected. 


FAMED OVER EUROPE 


_ Soon her name became one to conjure with 
in all the great cities of Europe. Besides 
Wagnerian parts, her studies included 
characters in the works of Verdi, Meyerbeer, 
Gounod and others. In Dublin, where she 
soon sang her way into the affections of 
Opera-goers, she was throughout a prime 
favotrite, In her conception of opera. she 
had high aims, and wished to give audiences 
perfect presentations of famous works. One 
especially that she sought to have produced 
in its entirety in Dublin was ‘‘ Tristan and 
Isolde,’ but owing to managerial views was 
invariably opposed. Once, when sitting in a 
box in the Dublin Gaiety watching a per- 
formance of ‘‘ The Lily of Killarney,” a 
remark was made to her regarding the prin- 
cipals. and chorus in an eperatic company, 
belittling the importance of the former, 

Quickly she retorted with the remark that 
operas written only for chorus and with the 
EN ane represented by’ marionettes would 

a novel form of entertainment, but could 
net by any means be called productions of 
dramatic life. In temperament and technique, 
in her years spent in teaching music, 
Marchesi won golden opinions from students 
who came from far and near to benefit b 
her long and valuable experience, in whic 
were retained the principles and practices 
which her parents had employed in her 
formative years.

Mr. J. T Donovan, the organising 
secretary of the Irish Bank Officials’ Asso- 
ciation, in the course of a letter reviewing 
the negotiations regarding -the banks’ pro- 
posals for a fixed cost-of-living bonus and a 
rearrangement of income tax, states:— 

In November, 1939, the hanks asked the 
association to agree to a limitation of their 
liability under the award of 1920 for income 
tax on salaries and pensions. The associa- 
tion made an offer on condition that some- 
thing was done to remedy the grievance of 
men who entered the banks’ service after 
i933. This was refused. The banks then 
asked that their liability for income tax he 
limited, and that the cost-of-living bonus, 
which will be 12 per cent. or 16 per cent. 
in 1941, be limited to 4 per cent. The asso- 
ciation made an offer on condition that some 
assurance. was given about the post 1933 
men, and that the banks would limit their 
dividends and not use the officials’ contri- 
bution to the censervation of rasources for 
keeping up high dividends 

The banks declined to do anything about 
the post 1933 men and offered to limit divi- 
dends to those paid for 1939, which, in the 
case of five banks with headquarters in 
london and Belfast, was already compul- 
sory. Negotiations broke down in August. 

The procedure provided by the _ banks’ 
agreement with the Association in 1919, Mr. 
Donovan continues, is arbitration when 
negotiation fails. The banks, however, did 
not ask for arbitration. Instead, they issued 
a circular on November 23 to every official 
demanding his or her agreement within four- 
teen days to a change in his contract; 99 
per cent. of the members of the Association 
refused to sign the form. 

The Executive Committee then protested 
to the banks against this attempt to de- 
nounce the basic agreement of 1919 and to 
take away the right of collective bargaining. 
The Committee further said they were pre- 
pared to go to arbitration. The banks in- 
vited negotiation again. The Executive Com- 
mittee agreed to try negotiation for a fort- 
night, and demanded arbitration if negotia- 
tion failed. In spite of the best efforts 
negotiation failed, and the Committee, on 
December 13, asked for arbitration. 

Mr. Donovan quotes Clause 9 of the 1919 
agreement providing for arbitration on 
salaries and allowances and on “rates of 
bonus during exceptional times,” and adds 
that the question now at issue is “ not 
Salaries or bonus, but the right of collective 
bargaining, which the banks are attempting 
to overthrow by terminating contracts and 
calling on members of the Association indi- 
vidually to accept new contracts.”’

Helsingborg is on the opposite side of the 
Sound, the narrow strip of water separating 
Sweden from Denmark, and faces the Danish 
port of Elsinore. 

According to the Swedish account of the 
incident, an unknown ‘plane, caught in 
Danish searchlights, turned in the direction 
of Helsingborg and dropped a flare, followed 
by three high explosive bombs, which: ex- 
ploded in ‘the water a hundred yards from 
the shore.

Twenty-two of the 
crew of 42, all Americans, were lost. No 


details of the sinking are given. 

The tanker, it is stated, flew the flag of 
the Panama Transport Company, a subsidiary 
concern. 

The Charles Pratt was a twin-screw ship 
of 8,982 tons, built in 1916 at Newport News. 

Neither the canse nor the. locality of the 
sinking is known. The Charles Pratt left 
Aruba, in the Netherlands West Indies, on 
December 5 for Freetown, Sierra Leone, 
with a cargo of fuel oil. 

The Standard Oil Company received the 
news of the sinking from its London office. 

The tanker, says Associated Press, vas 
carrying 5,000,000 gallons of fuel. 

By fiying the Panama flag the tanker 
escaped the provisions of the Neutrality 
Act barring American ships from belligerent 
waters specified by President Roosevelt. 

She was the eighth ship under the 
Panama flag lost since the outbreak of

The Italian claim that a British cruiser 
was sunk recently by the Italian submarine 
Serpent is reiterated mm an interview with the 
commander of the vessel, Lieutenant Dotta,

“On Saturday to Sunday night,” states 
the newspaper, ‘‘the Serpent perceived four 
enemy warships, three of which were pro- 
ceeding in Indian file. 

‘The fourth was steaming on one side of 
the last ship, and acted as an escort. 

‘The commander of the Serpent fired two 
torpedoes against the warship and then gave 
the order to dive.”’ 

The paper goes on to claim that ‘‘ two 
explosions were heard’’ and “ without any 
doubt the enemy warship was hit.” 

Twelve minutes later ' another formidable 
explosion was heard. Perhaps, this was one 
of the boilers of the torpedoed warship which 
blew up. 

“The commander of the submarine had no 
possible chance of verifying this, but the 
fact that the enemy did not even try to 
hunt the submarine confirms that they had 
something more urgent to do. ab: 

““Not, until he had returned to his base 
did the I[tahan commander learn that an 
Italian reconnaissance ‘plane had spotted at 
the place of the torpedoing an enemy cruiser 
which had heeled over and was surrounded 
by shins trying to save everything possible. 

The airman, concludes the newspaper, was 
able to take ‘‘an interesting photograph 
which provides documentation of the success 
of the submarine Serpent.”’

is adeguately stocked; it is also most 
necessary to see that its contents will keep 
clean and fresh. 

To this end it is a good plan to scrub out 
the larder before Christmas, and lay in a 
good supply of hooks, bowls, string, butter 
muslin, greaseproof paper, and one large 
basket. The hooks are necessary if the 
shelves are of solid wood, and not of slate, 
which permit the passing through of a current 
of air. 

With regard to the food itself, here are a 
few useful hints: 

Bacon, Sausage, and all small pieces of 
meat, such as Liver, Kidneys, Chops, or 
Steaks, should be cooked-very slightly and 
wrapped in greaseproof paper. 

Joints and Birds are best sewn in butter 
muslin and secured by string to a hook. 
Butter, Margarineé, Lard andi Dripping 
should be wrapped in grease-proof paper and 
put in an airy basket by the pantry window. 
If the window is too high, then place the 
fats in a bowl which stands in a larger bowl 
full of water, 

Fruit—Each piece of fruit which is not 
actually decorating the diningroom should be 
wrapped in tissue or grease-proof paper and 
kept in a straw-filled box, if possible, until 
it is needed. 

One should remember that holiday lef 
overs should never be returned to the pantry 
on the dish on which they were served. 
Place instead on a clean plate and cover with 
a meat safe. All strong-smelling foods 
should be wrapped in crease proof paper,

Official circles here are confident that 1941 
will give China an opportunity to take the 
offensive against the Japanese invaders, A 
Chinese military spokesman has stated that 
the. principal task of the Chinese Army in 
the coming year will be that of intensiying 
its preparations for such a move. | 

“ 1941 is China’s year of counter-offensive 
and victory,’ he declared. 

He added that the army of General Cang- 
kai-Shek had increased to over 45,000,000 
regulars, of whom over 1,000,000 were in 
“mobile units,’’ while large numbers of re- 
cruits were now under training. 

With the development of armament indus- 
tries in the interior, the spokesman said, the 
Chinese armies could be equipped better than 
ever before. 

tecent, official pronouncements in Tokyo are 
taken here to show that Japanese public 
opinion is at last getting some inkling of the 
true situation in which the Emperor's armies 
find themselves after three years of bloody, 
costly and indecisive fighting. . It is felt in 
Chungking that the iiternational situation 
is now more favourable to China than for a 
long while past, since. Britain, the United 
States and the Soviet Union are all increas- 
ing their -help for China. There are also 
welcome signs of increasing parailel action 
by Britain and the United States in the 
Far East.
